by popular vote w1l be considered enployees during the

(s) "Unit of | ocal governnent” neans any county,
muni ci pality, township, school district, special district or
other unit, designated as a unit of |ocal governnent by | aw,
whi ch exercises limted governnental powers or powers in
respect to limted governnental subjects, any not-for-profit
association wth a nenbership that primarily i ncl udes
townships and township officials, that has duties that
include provision of research service, dissemnation of

information, and other acts for the purpose of inproving

(a) The State shal | pay t he cost of basi c
non-contributory group life insurance and, subject to nenber
paid contributions set by the Departnment or required by this
Section, the basic programof group health benefits on each

eligible nenber, except a nenber, not otherw se covered by
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this Act, who has retired as a participating nenber under
Article 2 of the Illinois Pension Code but is ineligible for
the retirenment annuity under Section 2-119 of the |Illinois
Pensi on Code, and part of each eligible menber's and retired
menber's premuns for health insurance coverage for enrolled
dependents as provided by Section 9.

(1) In the first year of coverage, the rates shal
be equal to the amount normally charged to State
enpl oyees for elected optional coverages or for enrolled
dependents coverages or other contributory coverages, or
contributed by the State for basic insurance coverages on
behal f of its enployees, adjusted for differences between
St ate enpl oyees and enpl oyees of the | ocal governnent in

age, sex, geogr aphi c | ocation or other relevant
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denographi ¢ variabl es, plus an anount sufficient to pay

for the additional admnistrative costs of providing

coverage to enpl oyees of the unit of |ocal governnent and

t heir dependents.

(2) In subsequent years, a further adjustnent shal
be made to reflect the actual prior years' clains
experience of the enployees of the wunit of | ocal
gover nnent .

In the case of coverage of |ocal governnent enployees
under a heal th mai ntenance organi zation, the D rector shal
annually determne for each participating unit of |ocal
government the maxi mum nonthly anount the unit may contribute
toward that coverage, based on an analysis of (i) the age,
sex, geographic location, and other relevant denographic
vari ables of the unit's enployees and (ii) the cost to cover
those enployees wunder the State group health benefits plan.
The Director may simlarly determne the maxinmum nonthly
anount each wunit of |ocal governnment may contribute toward
coverage of its enployees' dependents under a heal t h
mai nt enance organi zati on.

Monthly paynments by the unit of |ocal governnent or its
enpl oyees for group health benefits pl an or heal t h

mai nt enance organi zati on coverage shall be deposited in the

Local Governnent Health | nsurance Reserve Fund. The Local
Gover nnent Heal t h | nsur ance Reserve Fund shall be a
continuing fund not subject to fiscal year |[imtations. Al |

expenditures from this fund shall be used for paynents for
health care benefits for |ocal governnment and rehabilitation
facility enpl oyees, annuitants, and dependents, and to
reinburse the Departnent or its admnistrative service
organi zation for all expenses incurred in the adm nistration
of benefits. No other State funds may be wused for these
pur poses.

A local governnent enployer's participation or desire to
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participate in a programcreated under this subsection shal
not [imt t hat enployer's duty to bargain wth the
representative of any collective bargaining unit of its
enpl oyees.

A participating rehabilitation facility may al so
elect to cover its annuitants. Dependent coverage shall be
offered on an optional basis, wth the costs paid by the
rehabilitation facility, its enployees, or sone conbination
of the 2 as determned by the rehabilitation facility. The
rehabilitation facility shall be responsible for tinely
collection and transm ssion of dependent prem uns.

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(b) Maintain and provide research library services for
all State agencies.

(c) Administer the Illinois Library System Act.

(d) Pronote and adm ni st er t he law relating to
Interstate Library Conpacts.

(e) Enter into interagency agreenents, pursuant to the
| nt ergovernnental Cooperation Act, including agreenents to
pronote access to information by Illinois students and the
general public.

(f) Pronmote and develop a cooperative library network

operating regionally or statewde for providing effective

coordination of the library resources of public, academ c,
school, and special libraries.
(g) Adm nister grants of federal library funds pursuant

to federal |aw and requirenents.

(h) Assist [ibraries in their plans for library
services, including funding the State-funded library systens
for the purpose of local library devel opnment and networ ki ng.

(i) Assist Jlocal library groups in devel opi ng prograns
by which library services can be established and enhanced in
areas w thout those services.

(j) Be a clearing house, in an advisory capacity, for
questions and problens pertaining to the admnistration and
functioning of libraries in Illinois and to publish booklets
and panphlets to inplenent this service.

(k) JTo Seek the opinion of the Attorney GCeneral for
| egal questions pertaining to public Ilibraries and their
function as governnental agencies.

(I') Contract with any other library or |library agency to
carry out the purposes of the State Library. If any such
contract requires paynents by user libraries for goods and
services, the State Library my distribute billings from
contractors to applicable user libraries and may receive and

distribute paynents from user I|ibraries to contractors.
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There is hereby created in the State Treasury the Library
Trust Fund, into which all noneys payable to contractors
whi ch are received fromuser libraries under this paragraph
(1) shall be paid. The Treasurer shall pay such funds to
contractors at the direction of the State Librarian.

(m Conpile, preserve and publ i sh public l'ibrary
statistical information.

(n) Conpile the annual report of local public libraries
and library systens submtted to the State Librarian pursuant
to | aw.

(o) Conduct and arrange for library training prograns
for library personnel, library directors and others involved
in library services.

(p) Prepare an annual report for each fiscal year

(q) Make available to the public, by neans of access by
way of the largest nonproprietary nonprofit cooperative
public conmputer network, certain records of State agenci es.

As wused in this subdivision (q), "State agencies" neans
all officers, boards, comm ssions and agencies created by the
Constitution; all officers, departnents, boards, conm ssions,
agencies, institutions, authorities, universities, and bodies
politic and corporate of the State; admnistrative wunits or
corporate outgrowhs of the State governnment which are
created by or pursuant to statute, other than units of |ocal
government and their officers, school districts and boards of
el ection comm ssioners; and all admnistrative wunits and
corporate outgrowmhs of the above and as may be created by
executive order of the Governor; however, "State agencies"
does not include any agency, officer, or other entity of the
judicial or legislative branch.

As used in this subdivision (q), "records" neans public
records, as defined in the Freedomof Information Act, that
are not exenpt frominspection and copyi ng under that Act.

The State Librarian and each appropriate State agency
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shall specify the types and categories of records that shal
be accessible through the public conmputer network and the
types and categories of records that shall be inaccessible.
Records currently held by a State agency and docunents that
are required to be provided to the Illinois State Library in
accordance wth Section 21 shall be provided to the 1Illinois
State Library in an appropriate electronic formt when
f easi bl e. The <cost to each State agency of naking records
accessible through the public conputer network or of
providing records in an appropriate electronic format shal
be consi dered in maki ng determ nati ons regar di ng
accessibility.

As soon as possible and no later than 18 nonths after the
effective date of this anmendatory Act of 1995, the types and
categories of information, specified by the State Librarian
and each appropriate State agency, shall be made available to
the public by neans of access by way of +the |argest
nonproprietary, nonprofit cooperative public conput er
net wor k. The information shall be nmade available in one or
nore formats and by one or nore nmeans in order to provide the
greatest feasible access to the general public in this State.
Any person who accesses the information may access all or any
part of the information. The information may also be nmade
avai l able by any other neans of access that would facilitate
public access to the information. The information shall be
made available in the shortest feasible tine after it is
publicly avail abl e.

Any docunentation that describes the electronic digital
formats of the information shall be nade avail abl e by neans
of access by way of the sane public conputer network.

Personal information concerning a person who accesses the
information may be nmaintained only for the purpose of
provi ding service to the person.

The el ectronic public access provided by way of the
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public conputer network shall be in addition to other
el ectronic or print distribution of the information.

No action taken wunder this subdivision (q) shall be
deened to alter or relinquish any copyright or ot her
proprietary interest or entitlenment of the State of Illinois
relating to any of the information nmade avail able under this
subdi vision (q).

(r) Coordinate literacy prograns for the Secretary of
St at e.

(s) Provide coordination of st at ewi de preservation
pl anning, act as a focal point for preservation advocacy,
assess statew de needs and establish specific progranms to
nmeet those needs, and nanage state funds appropriated for
preservation work relating to the preservation of the library
and archival resources of Illinois.

(t) Create and nmintain a State Governnent Report
Distribution Center for the General Assenbly. The Center

New accounts in the College Savings Pool shall be
processed t hr ough participating financial institutions.
"Participating financial institution", as wused in this

Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation and l|awfully doing
business in the State of Illinois and any credit union
approved by the State Treasurer and lawfully doing business
in the State of Illinois that agrees to process new accounts
in the College Savings Pool. Parti ci pating financi al
institutions my charge a processing fee to participants to
open an account in the pool that shall not exceed $30 until
the year 2001. Beginning in 2001 and every year thereafter,
the maximumfee Iimt shall be adjusted by the Treasurer
based on the Consunmer Price Index for the North Centra
Regi on as published by the United States Departnent of Labor,
Bureau of Labor Statistics for the imrediately preceding
cal endar year. Every contribution received by a financi al
institution for investnent in the Coll ege Savings Pool shal

be transferred fromthe financial institution to a |ocation
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selected by the State Treasurer wthin one business day
followng the day that the funds nust be nmade available in
accordance wth federal |aw. Al'l  communi cations from the
State Treasurer to partici pants shall reference the
participating financial institution at which the account was
processed.

The Treasurer may invest the noneys in the College
Savings Pool in the sanme nmanner, in the sanme types of

the investnment of noneys by the 1Illinois State Board of
| nvestnent. To enhance the safety and liquidity of the
Coll ege Savings Pool, to ensure the diversification of the

i nvestnment portfolio of the pool, and in an effort to keep
investnment dollars in the State of |Illinois, the State
Treasurer shall make a percentage of each account avail able
for investnment in participating financial institutions doing
business in the State. The State Treasurer shall deposit

with the participating financial institution at which the
account was processed the followng percentage of each
account at a prevailing rate offered by the institution,

provided that the deposit is federally insured or fully
collateralized and the institution accepts the deposit: 10%
of the total anobunt of each account for which the current age

Partici pants shall be required to use noneys distributed
from the College Savings Pool for qualified expenses at
eligible educational institutions. "Qualified expenses", as
used in this Section, neans the following: (i) tuition, fees,
and the costs of books, supplies, and equi pnent required for
enroll ment or attendance at an eligible educat i onal
institution and (ii) certain room and board expenses incurred
while attending an eligible educational institution at |east
hal f-tinme. "Eligible educational institutions", as wused in
this Section, neans public and private colleges, junior
col | eges, graduat e school s, and certain vocat i onal
institutions that are described in Section 481 of the Higher
Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1088) and that are eligible
to participate in Departnent of Education student aid
prograns. A student shall be considered to be enrolled at
least half-tinme if the student is enrolled for at |east half
the full-tinme academ c work | oad for the course of study the
student is pursuing as determ ned under the standards of the
institution at which the student is enrolled. Distributions
made from the pool for qualified expenses shall be nmade
directly to the eligible educational institution, directly to
a vendor, or in the formof a check payable to both the

beneficiary and the institution or vendor. Any noneys that
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are distributed in any other manner or that are wused for
expenses other than qualified expenses at an eligible
educational institution shall be subject to a penalty of 10%
of t he earnings unless the beneficiary dies, becones
di sabl ed, or receives a scholarship that equals or exceeds
the distribution. Penalties shall be withheld at the tine the
distribution is made.

The Treasurer shall Iimt the contributions that may be
made on behalf of a designated beneficiary based on an
actuarial estimate of what is required to pay tuition, fees,
and room and board for 5 undergraduate years at the highest
cost eligible educational institution. The contributions nmade
on behalf of a beneficiary who is also a beneficiary under
the Illinois Prepaid Tuition Program shall be further
restricted to ensure that the contributions in both prograns
conbi ned do not exceed the limt established for the College
Savings Pool. The Treasurer shall provide the 1Illinois
Student Assistance Conm ssion each year at a tinme designated
by the Conm ssion, an electronic report of all participant
accounts in the Treasurer's College Savings Pool, listing
total contributions and di sbursenents from each i ndividual
account during t he previ ous cal endar year. As soon

thereafter as is possible fol |l ow ng recei pt of t he

Treasurer's report, t he I11inois St udent Assi st ance
Comm ssion shall, in turn, provide the Treasurer with an
el ectronic report |listing those Col | ege Savi ngs Pool

participants who also participate in the State's prepaid
tuition program admnistered by the Comm ssi on. The
Comm ssion shall be responsible for filing any conbi ned tax
reports regarding State qualified savings prograns required
by the United States Internal Revenue Service. The Treasurer
shall work with the Illinois Student Assistance Comm ssion to
coordinate the marketing of the Coll ege Savings Pool and the

II'linois Prepaid Tuition Programwhen considered beneficial
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by the Treasurer and the Director of the Illinois Student
Assi stance Commission. The Treasurer's office shall not
publicize or otherwise market the College Savings Pool or
accept any noneys into the College Savings Pool prior to
March 1, 2000. The Treasurer shall provide a separate
accounting for each desi gnat ed beneficiary to each
participant, the Illinois Student Assistance Conm ssion, and
the participating financial institution at which the account
was processed. No interest in the program may be pledged as
security for a | oan.

The assets of the College Savings Pool and its inconme and
operation shall be exenpt fromall taxation by the State of
II'linois and any of its subdivisions. The accrued earnings
on investnments in the Pool once disbursed on behalf of a
designated beneficiary shall be simlarly exenpt from al
taxation by the State of Illinois and its subdivisions, so
long as they are used for qualified expenses. The provisions
of this paragraph are exenpt from Section 250 of the Illinois
| ncone Tax Act.

The Treasurer shall adopt rules he or she considers
necessary for the efficient admnistration of the College
Savings Pool. The rules shall provide whatever additional
paranmeters and restrictions are necessary to ensure that the
Coll ege Savings Pool neets all of the requirenents for a
qualified state tuition program under Section 529 of the
Internal Revenue Code (26 U S. C. 529 52).

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assistance policy shall be to provide businesses with the
best practices, policies, protocols, and procedures in order
that they ascertain donmestic violence and sexual assault
awar eness in the workplace, assist affected enployees, and
provide a safe and hel pful working environnent for enpl oyees
currently or potentially experiencing the effects of donmestic
vi ol ence or sexual assault. The nodel plan shall include but
not be limted to:

" Conmm ssi oner " means t he Comm ssi oner of t he
Rehabilitation Services Admnistration in the United States
Departnent of Educati on.

"Council" means the Statew de | ndependent Living Counci
appoi nted under subsection (d).

"Individual with a disability" nmeans any individual who
has a physical or nental inpairnent that substantially limts
a mjor life activity, has a record of such an inpairnent, or
is regarded as having such an inpairnent.

"Individual wth a significant disability" nmeans an
individual wth a significant physical or nental inpairnent,
whose ability to function independently in the famly or
community or whose ability to obtain, maintain, or advance in
enpl oynent is substantially limted and for whomthe delivery
of independent living services will inprove the ability to
function, continue functioning, or nove toward functioning
i ndependently in the famly or comunity or to continue in
enpl oynent .

"State plan" nmeans the materials submtted by t he
Departnent to the Comm ssioner on an annual basis that
contain the State's proposal for:

(1) The provision of statewi de independent |[|iving
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servi ces.

(2) The developnent and support of a statew de
network of centers for independent |iving.

(3) Wirking relationships between (i) pr ogr ans
provi ding independent |I|iving services and independent
living centers and (ii) the vocational rehabilitation
program adm ni stered by the Departnent under the federa
Act and ot her prograns providing services for individuals
with disabilities.

(c) Authority. The unit of the Departnment headed by the
vocational rehabilitation adm nistrator shall be designated
the State unit under Title VII of the federal Act and shal
have the follow ng responsibilities:

(1) To receive, account for, and disburse funds
received by the State under the federal Act based on the
State pl an.

(2) To provide admnistrative support services to
centers for independent |iving prograns.

(3) To keep records, and take such actions wth
respect to those records, as the Comm ssioner finds to be
necessary with respect to the prograns.

(4) To submt additional information or provide
assurances the Comm ssioner may require with respect to
t he prograns.

The  vocati onal rehabilitation adm ni strator and t he
Chairperson of the Council are responsible for jointly
devel oping and signing the State plan required by Section 704
of the federal Act.

Each nenber of the Council shall serve for terns of 3
years, except that (i) a nenber appointed to fill a vacancy
occurring before the expiration of the termfor which the
predecessor was appointed shall be appointed for t he
remai nder of that term and (ii) ternms of the nenbers
initially appoi nt ed after the effective date of this
anendatory Act of 1993 shall be as follows: 6 of the initial
menbers shall be appointed for terns of one year, 6 shall be
appointed for terns of 2 years, and 6 shall be appointed for
terms of 3 years. No nenber of the council may serve nore
than 2 consecutive full terns.

Appointnments to fill vacancies in unexpired terns and new
terms shall be filled by the Governor or by the Council if
the Governor del egates that power to the Council by executive
order. The vacancy shall not affect the power of the
remai ning nenbers to execute the powers and duties of the
Council. The Council shall have the duties enunerated in

subsections (c), (d), and (e) of Section 705 of the federal

For the purposes of this
subsecti on (d-1), an inter-affiliate includes a nutual
i nsurer under conmmon managenent.

(B) the privilege tax inposed by Section 409
of the Illinois Insurance Code, the fire insurance
conpany tax inposed by Section 12 of the Fire
| nvestigation Act, and the fire departnent taxes
i nposed under Section 11-10-1 of the Illinois
Muni ci pal Code,

equals 1.25% of the net taxable premuns witten for the
taxabl e year, as described by subsection (1) of Section
409 of the Illinois Insurance Code. This paragraph wll
in no event increase the rates inposed under subsections
(b) and (d).

(2) Any reduction in the rates of tax inposed by
this subsection shall be applied first against the rates
i nposed by subsection (b) and only after the tax inposed
by subsection (a) net of all credits allowed under this
Section other than the credit allowed under subsection
(1) bhas been reduced to zero, against the rates inposed
by subsection (d).

The investnment credit shall not be allowed to the extent
that it would reduce a taxpayer's liability in any tax
year below zero, nor my any credit for qualified
property be allowed for any year other than the year in
whi ch the property was placed in service in Illinois.

and (iii) is certified by the Departnent of Commerce and
Community Affairs as conplying with the requirenents
specified in clause (i) and (ii) by July 1, 1986. The
Department of Commrerce and Community Affairs shall notify
the Departnent of Revenue of all such certifications
i medi ately. For tax years ending after Decenber 31,
1988, the «credit shall be allowed for the tax year in
whi ch the property is placed in service, or, if the
anmount of the credit exceeds the tax liability for that
year, whether it exceeds the original Iliability or the
litability as later anended, such excess may be carried
forward and applied to the tax liability of the 5 taxable
years follow ng the excess credit years. The credit shal
be applied to the earliest year for which there is a
l[tability. If there is credit fromnore than one tax year
that is available to offset a liability, earlier credit
shall be applied first.

(2) The term"qualified property" neans property
whi ch:

(C© is acquired by purchase as defined in
Section 179(d) of the Internal Revenue Code;

(D) is wused inlllinois by a taxpayer who is
primarily engaged in manufacturing, or in mning
coal or fluorite, or in retailing; and

(E) has not previously been used in Illinois
in such a manner and by such a person as would

For purposes of this
subsection (e), the term"retailing" neans the sale of
tangi ble personal property or services rendered in
conjunction wth the sale of tangible consunmer goods or
comodi ties.

(4) The basis of qualified property shall be the
basis used to conpute the depreciation deduction for
federal incone tax purposes.

(5) |If the basis of the property for federal incone
tax depreciation purposes is increased after it has been
placed in service in Illinois by the taxpayer, the anount

of such increase shall be deened property placed in
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service on the date of such increase in basis.

(6) The term"placed in service" shall have the
sane neani ng as under Section 46 of the Internal Revenue
Code.

(7) If during any taxable year, any property ceases
to be qualified property in the hands of the taxpayer
within 48 nonths after being placed in service, or the
situs of any qualified property is noved outside Illinois
within 48 nonths after being placed in service, the
Personal Property Tax Replacenent Incone Tax for such
t axabl e year shall be increased. Such increase shall be
determ ned by (i) reconputing the investnent credit which
woul d have been allowed for the year in which credit for
such property was originally allowed by elimnating such
property from such conputation and, (ii) subtracting such
reconputed credit from the anount of credit previously
allowed. For the purposes of this paragraph (7), a
reduction of the basis of qualified property resulting
froma redeterm nation of the purchase price shall be
deened a disposition of qualified property to the extent
of such reducti on.

(8 Unless the investnent credit 1is extended by
law, the basis of qualified property shall not include
costs incurred after Decenber 31, 2003, except for costs
incurred pursuant to a binding contract entered into on
or before Decenber 31, 2003.

(9) Each taxable year ending before Decenber 31,
2000, a partnership my elect to pass through to its
partners the credits to which the partnership is entitled
under this subsection (e) for the taxable year. A
partner may use the credit allocated to himor her under
this paragraph only against t he t ax i nposed in
subsecti ons (c) and (d) of this Section. If the

partnership makes that election, those credits shall be
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all ocated anobng the partners in the partnership in
accordance wth the rules set forth in Section 704(b) of
the Internal Revenue Code, and the rules promulgated
under that Section, and the allocated anount of the
credits shall be allowed to the partners for that taxable
year.

(2) The term qualified property nmeans property
whi ch:

(A is tangible, whet her new or used,
including buildings and structural conmponents of
bui | di ngs;

(B) is depreciable pursuant to Section 167 of
the Internal Revenue Code, except that "3-year
property” as defined in Section 168(c)(2)(A) of that
Code is not eligible for the credit provided by this
subsection (f);

(© is acquired by purchase as defined in
Section 179(d) of the Internal Revenue Code;

(D) is used in the Enterprise Zone by the

t axpayer; and
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(E) has not been previously used in Illinois
in such a manner and by such a person as would
qualify for the credit provided by this subsection
(f) or subsection (e).

(3) The basis of qualified property shall be the
basis used to conpute the depreciation deduction for
federal incone tax purposes.

(C the eligible enployees nust be enpl oyed
180 consecutive days in order to be deened hired for
pur poses of this subsection.

(3) An "eligible enployee" neans an enployee who

(A) Certified by the Departnment of Comrerce
and Community Affairs as "eligible for services"”
pursuant to regulations pronulgated in accordance
with Title Il of the Job Training Partnership Act,
Training Services for the Di sadvantaged or Title I
of the Job Training Partnership Act, Enploynent and
Trai ni ng Assistance for Dislocated Wrkers Program

(B) Hred after the enterprise zone or
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federally designated Foreign Trade Zone or Sub-Zone

was designated or the trade or business was | ocated

in that zone, whichever is later.
(C Enployed in the enterprise zone or Foreign

Trade Zone or Sub-Zone. An enployee is enployed in

an enterprise zone or federally designated Foreign

Trade Zone or Sub-Zone if his services are rendered

there or it is the base of operations for the

servi ces perforned.
(D A full-time enployee working 30 or nore
hours per week.

(4) For tax years ending on or after Decenber 31,
1985 and prior to Decenber 31, 1988, the credit shall be
allowed for the tax year in which the eligible enployees
are hired. For tax years ending on or after Decenber 31,
1988, the «credit shall be allowed for the tax year
i medi ately followng the tax year in which the eligible
enpl oyees are hired. |If the anmount of the credit exceeds
the tax liability for that year, whether it exceeds the
original liability or the Iliability as later anended,
such excess may be carried forward and applied to the tax
liability of the 5 taxable years follow ng the excess
credit year. The credit shall be applied to the earliest
year for which there is a liability.

(5) The Departnent of Revenue shall pronul gate such
rul es and regul ati ons as may be deened necessary to carry
out the purposes of this subsection (g).

(h) Investnment credit; H gh Inpact Business.

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a credit against the tax inposed by subsections (a) and
(b) of this Section for investnent in qualified property
which is placed in service by a Departnent of Conmerce
and Community Affairs designated Hi gh | npact Business.
The credit shall be .5%of the basis for such property.
The credit shall not be available wuntil the m nimum
investnments in qualified property set forth in Section
5.5 of the Illinois Enterprise Zone Act have been
satisfied and shall not be allowed to the extent that it
woul d reduce a taxpayer's liability for the tax inposed
by subsections (a) and (b) of this Section to bel ow zero.
The <credit applicable to such mnimminvestnents shal
be taken in the taxable year in which such m ninmm
i nvest nment s have been conpl et ed. The credit for
addi tional investnents beyond the m ninmuminvestnent by a
desi gnat ed hi gh inpact business shall be available only
in the taxable year in which the property is placed in
service and shall not be allowed to the extent that it
woul d reduce a taxpayer's liability for the tax inposed
by subsections (a) and (b) of this Section to bel ow zero.
For tax years ending on or after Decenber 31, 1987, the
credit shall be allowed for the tax year in which the
property is placed in service, or, if the amount of the
credit exceeds the tax liability for that year, whether
it exceeds the original liability or the Iliability as
| ater anmended, such excess nmay be carried forward and
applied to the tax liability of the 5 taxable years
followng the excess credit year.

For pur poses of this subsecti on, "qualifying
expendi tures” neans the qualifying expenditures as defined

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Revenue Code and which are conducted in this State,
"qualifying expenditures for increasing research activities
in this State" neans the excess of qualifying expenditures
for the taxable year in which incurred over qualifying
expenditures for the base period, "qualifying expenditures
for the base period" neans the average of the qualifying
expenditures for each year in the base period, and "base
period" nmeans the 3 taxable years immediately preceding the
t axabl e year for which the determnation is being nade.

Any credit in excess of the tax liability for the taxable
year may be carried forward. A taxpayer may el ect to have the
unused credit shown on its final conpleted return carried
over as a credit against the tax liability for the follow ng
5 taxable years or until it has been fully used, whichever
occurs first.

| f an unused credit is carried forward to a given year
from 2 or nore earlier years, that credit arising in the
earliest year will be applied first against the tax liability
for the given year. |If a tax liability for the given year
still remains, the credit fromthe next earliest year wll
then be applied, and so on, until all credits have been wused
or no tax liability for the given year renains.

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(1) Environnmental Renediation Tax Credit.

(1) For tax years ending after Decenber 31, 1997
and on or before Decenber 31, 2001, a taxpayer shall be
allowed a «credit against the tax inposed by subsections
(a) and (b) of this Section for certain anmounts paid for
unrei nbursed eligible renediation costs, as specified in
this subsection. For pur poses of this Section,
"unreinbursed eligible renediation costs" neans costs
approved by the Illinois Environnental Protection Agency
("Agency") wunder Section 58.14 of the Environnental
Protection Act that were paid in perform ng environnmental
remedi ation at a site for which a No Further Renedi ation
Letter was issued by the Agency and recorded under
Section 58.10 of the Environnental Protection Act. The
credit must be clained for the taxable year in which
Agency approval of the eligible renediation costs is
granted. The credit is not available to any taxpayer if
the taxpayer or any related party caused or contributed
to, in any material respect, a release of regulated
substances on, in, or under the site that was identified
and addressed by the renedial action pursuant to the Site
Renedi ati on Program of the Environnental Protection Act.
After the Pollution Control Board rules are adopted

Sec. 901. Collection Authority.

(a) In general.

The Departnent shall collect the taxes inposed by this
Act. The Departnent shall collect certified past due child
support anpunts under Section 2505-650 of the Departnent of
Revenue Law (20 |ILCS 2505/ 2505-650). Except as provided in
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subsections (c) and (e) of this Section, noney collected
pursuant to subsections (a) and (b) of Section 201 of this
Act shall be paid into the General Revenue Fund in the State
treasury; noney collected pursuant to subsections (c) and (d)
of Section 201 of this Act shall be paid into the Persona
Property Tax Replacenent Fund, a special fund in the State
Treasury; and noney col |l ected under Section 2505-650 of the
Departnent of Revenue Law (20 ILCS 2505/2505-650) shall be
paid into the Child Support Enforcenment Trust Fund, a speci al
fund outside the State Treasury, or to the State D sbursenent
Unit established under Section 10-26 of the Illinois Public

(b) Local Governnental Distributive Fund.

Begi nni ng August 1, 1969, and conti nuing through June 30,

by the retailer for the traded-in tangi bl e personal property,
if any, to the extent to which Section 2 of this Act allows
an exenption for the value of traded-in property; the bal ance
payable after deducting such trade-in allowance fromthe
total selling price; the anmount of tax due fromthe retailer

W th respect to such transaction; the anount of tax collected
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from the purchaser by the retailer on such transaction (or
satisfactory evidence that such tax is not due in that
particular instance, if that is claimed to be the fact); the
pl ace and date of the sale, a sufficient identification of
t he property sold, and such other information as the
Departnent may reasonably require.

Such transaction reporting return shall be filed not
later than 20 days after the date of delivery of the item
that is being sold, but may be filed by the retailer at any
tinme sooner than that if he chooses to do so. The
transaction reporting return and tax remttance or proof of
exenption from the tax that is inposed by this Act nay be
transmtted to the Departnment by way of the State agency with
which, or State officer wth whom the tangible persona
property must be titled or registered (if titling or
registration is required) if the Departnment and such agency
or State officer determine that this procedure wll expedite
the processing of applications for title or registration.

Wth each such transaction reporting return, the retailer
shall remt the proper anount of tax due (or shall submt
sati sfactory ev
